Although the number of scholars in this district is small and the 
term of the school brief, much credit is due both to parents and 
scholars for the interest manifested by them, and for their co-ope- 
ration with their teachers in maintaining good order and discipline. 


These various schools, though like all human institutions by no 
means perfect, and attended in their working by the friction inci- 
dent to all human machinery, and susceptible of much improve- 
ment, are doing a good work for the community. 

It is for the community to sce that their efficiency be kept up to 
the highest point and their condition constantly improved. 

Much can be done by the influence of parents and others, auxil- 
iary to the efforts of the teachers. 

If children are trained at home to habits of industry, order, self- 
control, and obedience: if they are taught to be gentle, patient, 
modest, respectful to elders and superiors, the same habits will fol- 
low them to school; the same traits will manifest themselves there. 
If scholars hear their teachers spoken of by parents and others in 
terms of consideration, kindness, and sympathy, they will naturally 
catch the same spirit and share the same sentiments. 

It is when, in addition to familiarity with the branches to be taught 
and aptness to teach, the authority of the instructor is firmly, justly, 
and judiciously exercised, quietly and willingly submitted to by the 
pupils, sustained and reinforced by parents and the community that 
the happiest results are to be hoped for in our system of public 
schools.
